Washington, D. C., via Philadelphia, Pa., 
March 4.—[Special.J—The inhabitants of 
Washington never will forget the inaugura- 
tion of March 4, 1909. Neither will the vis!- 
tors within its gates, the newspaper men on 
duty here, and the officers of the telegraph 
and telephone companies. Ninety-nine per 
cent of the wires are down. 

All trains are delayed from three to twelve 
hours. The union station tonight is a scene 
of confusion. Military and other organiza- 
tions and thousands who journeyed to the 
capital for the inauguration have thronged 
the waiting rooms and demanded with in- 
creasing impatience and hopelessness when 
they can get out of the city. Trains that 
| should have brought their passengers into 

Washington in time for the inauguration 
were just getting in at 6 o'clock. . 

When President Roosevelt and President 
Elect Taft, after spending the night in the 
White house, met this morning in the break- 
fast room the first thing they did was to 
look through the window at the blizzard 
which raged outside. 


Even the Elements Protest. 

“Mr. President,” said Taft, “even the 
elements protest.“ 

Mr. President Elect,” rejoined Roosevelt, 
“I knew there would be a blizzard up to 
the very minute I went out of office.” | 

But neither of the distinguished protagon- 
ists realized the full extent of the storm or 
the damage it had already wrought. 

One result of the abominable weather has 
been to give tremendous impetus to a move- 
ment for changing the date of the big show 
from March 4 to some time in April, pref- 
erably the middle of the month. 

It is recognized that the last two days 
inclemency have given Washington an ex- 
ceedingly black eye. The governors of states 
and members of the senate and house of 
representatives who were interviewed on the 
subject this afternoon unanimously favored 
the change in date. : 


Deaths from Exposure Expected. 

The strongest argument advanced was 
that many elderly citizens, some of them of 
national reputation, today havé exposed 
themselves to such an extent that their 
serious iliness and death may be appre- 
hended. Past fatalities resulting from vig- 
vrous weather on inauguration day have 
been mentioned in this connection. 

The change in date of inauguration was 
one of “the first topics discussed at the 
League of Republican Clubs’ headquarters 
at the New Willard. 

It should be changed by all means, said 
John Hays Hammond, president of the 
league. This is an indication of the qual- 
ity of weather that may be expected in 
Washington on this date. (It was snowing 
briskly at that moment.) It will be ngces- 
sary to amend the constitution to change 


ter. Many of our most prominent citizens 
are exposed during the inaugurations and 
their death threatened. 


Business Men Also Agree. 

“The business men of the city, I am sure, 
will agree that it is a mistake to hold it 
éuring March, the worst month of the year. 
The maugural ceremonies should be held 
about the middle of April, when the lilacs, 
famous flowers in Washington, are in bloom 
and the city is at its dest.“ | 

„I agree fully with what Mr. Hammond 
has said,’’ observed Gov. McGraw of Wash- 
ington. “ The people who come to Wash- 
ington from the west expecting to enjoy a 
great historic spectacle and to avail them- 
selves of the educational opportunities of 
sightseeing, go away disappointed, and I 
dor't blame them. It would be a fine thing 
if the inauguration could be held on the 
Pacific coast, where the weather is favor - 


able.

Congressmen Favor Amendment. 


Speaker Cannon and numerous members 
of congress admitted that a constitutional 
amendnient providing for the change ought 
to be submitted for adoption, whether it wil] 
be or not. A glance backward shows that 
the weather on inauguration day, if not ac- 
tually inclement, has been mostly of raw 
and.disagreeable character. The days really 
balmy, as one has the right to expect at the 
beginning of spring, are rare. :

Lincoln, 1861, “ a clear, bright day.“ 

Lincoln, 18656, cold. cloudy, streets very 
muddy.“ .

Grant, 1873, the coldest inaugural day ever 
known; thermometer 4 degrees above zero.“ 

Hayes, 1877, rain.” 

Garfield, 1881, “ground covered 
snow.“ 

Cleveland, 1885, very favorable day for 
March.“ 

Harrison, 1889, continuous rain three days 
and snow morning of 4th.” 

Cleveland, 1893, “rain and snow, streets 
covered with slush.” 

McKinley, 1897, ¥ almost perfect weather.“ 

McKinley, 1901, rain, mild temperature.” 

Roosevelt, 1905, clear and bright day.“ 


Personal Comments Brought Out. 


Today, being admittedly the Umit,“ has 

produced the following comments from mem- 
vers of congress: 
„% SENATOR LODGE—This is a calamity. It 
should be an argument for a change of date, 
but who can say that the change will be 
made? There have been blizzards hereto- 
fore and bad weather on Inauguration days. 
Grant, Harrison, and Cleveland all suffered 
unfavorable weather conditions. But con- 
gress did nothing. Of course, I am in favor 
of making the change. 

SENATOR SCOTT—I have always been in 
favor of changing the date. I do not see how 
any one can fail to realize after today’s ex- 
perience the wisdom of such a course. 

SENATOR NELSON—The whole country 
can see today how necessary it is that a date 
for inauguration be fixed when there is no 
likelihood of climatic hardship. 

SENATOR DILLINGHAM—The weather 
speaks for itself, and is an argument in favor 
of changing the date of the inauguration. 

SENATOR LA FOLLETTE—Yes, indeed; 
this is an argument backing up those who 
have contended for a change. I certainly am 
in favor of it. 


Kansas Senator Wants Change. 


SENATOR CURTIS—“I should say that 
what is going on outside today is a mighty 
powerful argument in support of the demand 
for a change of date. I am in favor of it.“ 

SENATOR SMOOT>“I cannot imagine 
any more practical demonstration of the 
necessity of fixing the inaugural date later 
in the spring than the experience Washing- 
ton is suffering today. Iam in favor of the 
change.“

Previous Efforts to Change. 


A national committee was formed in 1901, 
with District Commissioner H. B. F. Me- 
Farland at its head, to make systematic 
efforts for a change in the inauguration date 
and a bill for the change was passed twice in 
the senate, but failed in the house. 

“TI shall communicate at once with the 
governors of states and others on that com- 
mittee,” sald Mr. McFarland today. 

Today's weather certainly is a convincing 
argument for the change of the inauguration

The blizzard had Washington firmly in its 
grip when the 120,000 visitors estimated to be 
in the city opened their eyes this morning. 
It had been preceded the day before by a cold, 
driving rain and snow flurries, and belated 
ones at 1 and 2 o'clock this morning faced 
a wet and nasty snow that covered the streets 
with slush and saturated garments. 

The ground was covered with the snow 
to a depth of four inches at daylight. It 
weighted down and snapped telegraph and 
telephone wires and trolley wires. 

It was impossible to get a telegraph wire 
out north at 8 o'clock. The telegraph wires 
in every other direction had given out soon 
after midnight, and finally the telephone 
companies announced they could handle no 
more long distance messages. 

As the day wore on the sky began to clear 
and the people became hopeful thet they 
would be able to see the big show, in part at 
least. Large forces of men were put to work

APOLOGY FOR THE STORM. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March, 4.—(Special.)— 
When T. T. Townsend of the Philadelphia 
weather bureau was asked to explain the 
failure of the government to herald the 
storm’s approach, he replied: 

“The storm was wholly unlocked for and 
came as d great surprise to me. I could call 
it a freak of nature, such as occurs once in 
a great while. Up to 128 lock last night 


nothing peculiar about it, and we believe 
that, like other storms, it would break be 
fore reaching the Atlantic coast. In twen- 
ty-four hours the storm jumped into north- 
ern Ohio and slackened up“ ‘That gave us 
every reason to believe that we would not 
get any of it. But instead it increased in 
energy and spent all of its great force when 
it struck eastern Pennsylvania, Mary

tion during the forenoon, and the number in- 
creased until all schedules for outgoing 
trains were perforce abandoned. Several of 
the trains were more than twelve hours 
late. 

The sticky snow as blown in the faces of 
pedestrians with a velocity of twenty miles 
an hour and the early risers found it almost 
impossible to make their way about. 

Telegraph poles and trees weighted down 
with the snow, snapped and crashed under 
their burden. To add to the discomforts of 
the thousands of visitors and natives the 
street car service gave out and forced them to 
stagger along wit@ difficulty in the face 
of the blindfng snow. 

Thousands Camp in Stations, 

Thousands of visitors due in Washington 
early this morning did not arrive until after 
the ceremonies and found tkat they had to 
camp out in the railroad stations over night. 
Other thousands are stalied in neighboring 
towns and have had no chance of reaching 
Washington. 

Gov. Crothers of Maryland was stopped 
at Annapolis. Part of his staff was left at 
Camden Station. The Seventh New York 
regiment which went from New York last 
night on special trains was stalled at Cam- 
den Station and was saved from extreme 
military hardships only by a well stocked 
commissary department. Other New York 
delegations got as far as Baltimore in time 
to catch a Pennsylvania train which that 
company had managed to start out of Wash- 
jngton about 6 o'clock and which carried 
the unfortunate New Yorkers back home. 

The great rush of excursionists*did not 
start from Washington until after 6 o'clock 
and then the railroads, already insufficient 
to the travel, clogged up for keeps.” 


Months to Repair Damage. 

Besides ruining the pleasure of the 200,000 
people who had come to Washington to take 
part in the inauguration, the storm did dam- 
age to the telegraph and telephone systems 
leading out of Washington, which it will take 
months of the hardest work to make good. 
Along the tracks of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad from Washington to Baltimore, for 
instance, the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany has a double line of poles, one of which 
carries seventy wires. 

On one side of these tracks for a distance 
of thirty-five miles, between the Susque- 
hanna river and Baltimore, more than 1,100 
poles are down, carrying of course the wirea, 
with them. On the other side between 500 
and 600 poles have fallen. Most of the poles 
are snapped short off a foot or two from 
the ground and rendered entirely useless. 

A strange and so far unexplained feature 
is the fact that instead of falling the same 
way both lines of poles fell inward over the 
tracks, tuus entirely blocking traffic. 


Twenty-two Trains Are Blocked. 

As a result last night when the inaugural 
crowds, coming from nearby cities were 
rushing: to Washington at their densest no 
less than twenty-two trains between Balti- 
more and Washington were entirely stopped 
and thousands of prospective visitors did not 
reach the capital city until the abbreviated 
inaugural ceremonies were entirely over. 

Along the line of the Pennsylvania, be- 
tween Philadelphia and Washington, were 
stretched the lines of the Postal Telegraph 
company, carried on about 5,000 poles. It is 
a safe assertion that more than half of these 
poles were thrown to the ground. The 
fact that all means of quick communication 
are thus destroyed makes impossible the 
gathering of complete information as to the 
extent of the damage done by the storm. 

It certainly will take months of work and 
cost hundreds of thousands of dollars to get 
the telephone and telegraph systems south 
of Philadelphia along the Atlantic coast into 
normal working condition. 

Eighty-one Miles of Wire Down. 

An official statement by the Pennsylvania 
company shows that eighty-one miles of tele- 
graph lines between Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington were destroyed, and up to midnight 


telegraphic communication had been reéstab- 
| ished only as faras Perryville, Md. 
The Baltimore and Ohio wires were open 


the day only three trains arrived at the Phi!- 
adelphia station from Washington, and these 
were from six to twelve hourslate. Six spe- 
cial trains which passed through Wednesday 
at midnight did not reach Washington until! 
late today. . 

The tleup on the Pennay)vania was equally 
as effective. The first train to arrive from 
Washington came in at 1:48 p. m., exactly 
thirteen hours late. N 

“ The snowstorm we encountered after we 
left Washington,” said the engineer, “ was 
the heaviest I ever saw. The flakes fell eo 
| thick and fast and in such whirling fashion 
that it was impossible to see more than twen- 
ty feet ahead of my engine. And the wind 
howled with a flerceness that was terrifying. 
We could hear the wires snap and break and 
the poles crashing to the ground. To us on 
the engine it was a night of horror, one 
which we won't forget.“ 


Strange Kind of Storm. 

The bdiizzard which thus wrought havoc 
among all overhead wires and did compara- 
tively little damage in other directions was a 
most peculiar one. All Wednesday afternoon 
it rained. Towards evening the rain turned 
to sleet, which froze on the telegraph wires. 

After the sleet came a great fall of soft 
and clinging snow, which caught on the sleet 
covered wires and weighted them down al- 
most to the breaking point. With the snow 
came a strong wind from the west, which 
set the taut wires, already overweighted, to 
vibrating. 

Presently the strain became too great and 
pole after pole, measuring eighteen or twen- 
ty inches in diameter. was snapped off short 
at the base, falling in most instances across 
the track. 

From every city along the line of the storm 
swept district scores of repairmen were sent 
out and they were busy for hours in simply 
cutting away the wreckage so that the 
blocked trains could move slowly onward. 


Railroad Men Run by Sight. 

With the trainmen it was a case of moving 
forward by sight alone, and one of the Penn- 
sylvania crack trains, carrying the Sherman 
scouts from Utica, N. T., who had come to 
do honor to the new vice president, did not 
arrive in the capital yntii the inaugura) 
parade wa- almost completed. 

Frantic were the efforts made by people in 
Washington to reach outside points. Calls 
for Chicago were sent first to points in Vir- 
ginia, then switched by devious routes to 
New Orleans, and from that point up the 
river. Even then it was impossible to handle 
a thousandth part of the businese that was 
offered. 


WHOLE SEABOARD SWEPT. 

New York, March 4.—(Special.}]—The en- 
tire Atlantic seaboard as far south as 
Virginia today was swept by the worst bliz- 
gard of the winter. Telephone and tele- 
graph wires were carried down, preventing 
practically all communication, and the rall- 
roads are almost crippled. Trains were 
running anywhere from six to ten hours 
late on all eastern roads, and on many no at- 
tempts are being made to follow schedules. 

The entire region south of Philadelphia 
was nearly a blank on the map 80 far as 
actual news was concerned for the greater 
part of the day. 

In New York City itself the storm was one 
of the most severe of the winter, although 
the weather bureau asserted this city had 
received only the edge of the disturbance.” 

Threedives were lost in the sinking of six 
Baltimore and Ohio coal barges at St. George, 
Staten Island. 

Two persons are known to have lost their 
lives in Baltimore These were Policeman 
Thomas Worthington and Miss Marguerite 
Schumpf, who were electrocuted by coming

Then just as the preside: tial carriage 
turned into Pennsylvania avenue the sun, as 
if reluctant to cover the whole day with 
gloom, broke through the clouds for the 
first time in twenty-four bours and shone 
dimly for a few moments before it was again 
obscured. 
The storm which paralyzed Washington

Snow and Wind All Night. 

All night, driven by a high wind, the snow 
fell This morning, whoever stepped on 
the deceptive white surface, broke through 
into a quagmire of icy water. Ice formed 
two inches thick on the telegraph and tele- 
phone wires leading from the city, and for 
twenty miles in every direction half the 
poles were snapped short off and the wires 
were tangled and twisted into snaris.

This was a spick and span aggrega- 
tion of young men clad in light blue uniforms, 
dark blue caps, and white belts, and the 
faultless precision of their march aroused 
the unbounded enthusiasm of the multitude. 


“Jackies”? Arouse the Crowds. 

But the delight of the crowds was aroused 
to its highest pitch when there came into 
view the jackies of the battleship fleet 
that circumnavigated the globe. Browned, 
scarred, and hardy looking they were, and 
carried their carbines like men who were 
ready to fight at the drop of the hat. As, 
company by company, they reached the re- 
viewing stands and looked up at the new 
commander-in-chief of the navy, the prest- 
dential head was bared and a smile of pride 
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and satisfaction overspread the presidential 
countenance. 

First came the boys of the battleship Con- 
necticut, then the boys of the Kansas, the 
Vermont, the Minnesota, Georgia, and Ne- 
braska. The crack band of the battleship 
Kentucky played “ The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner, at the sound of which every man, wom- 
an, and child in the vast reviewing stands 
rose to his feet and cheered. Following 
closely, after this marched the boys of the 
Louisiana and the Virginia, the Wisconsin, 
the New Jersey, the Rhode Island, and the 
Illinois, and every company got a round 
of cheers from the enthusiastic multitude. 
Then came the men of the Kearsarge, the 
Missouri, the Kentucky,” and the Ohio. 


Citizen Soldiers Get Cheers. 

In the next section of the parade marched 
the citizen soldiers of the District of Colum- 
bia national guards, who made an espe- 
cially good showing and won the applause 
of the executive party. Then came the first 
of the state delegations, that of Delaware, 
headed by Gov. Simeon S. Pennwell in black 
frock coat and silk hat and mounted on a 
black horse. The governor was greeted with 
applause all ajong the line and repeatedly 
doffed his hat and bowed his acknowledg- 
ments. 

The governor was followed by a resplendent 
staff of colonels, but was separated from 
the remainder of the Delaware aggregation, 
consisting of several companies of national 
guards. Then came a corps of cadets from the 
West Point Military academy. It was easily 
evident that the West Point boys are the pride 
of the nation, for while they passed the 
reviewing stand in their spotless gray uni- 
form and with their precise step the air 
was filled with a thunderous applause and 
cheering. 

Not less enthusiastic was the crowd over 
the appearance of the brigade of midship- 
men from the Annapolis Naval academy 
that followed under the command of Lieut. 
Commander D. E. Dismukes. Then there

Richmond Hussars Are Cheered. 

The provisional battalion of the Fifth regi- 
ment of Georgia national guards, command- 
ed by Capt. Claud C. Smith, was followed 
by Company F, Third battalion, Troop L, 
second squadron of cavalry and troop K, 
second squadron, the famous Richmond Hus- 
sars of Augusta, Ga., commanded by Capt.

Washington, D. C., March 4.—The sixtieth 
congress.came to an end at noon today, and it 
glided into the sixty~<irst so imperceptibly 
that the change was scarcely noticeable. 
The final act, though unofficial! in so far as the 
house was concerned, took place in the senate 
chamber where both houses witnessed the 
incoming of the new administration. 

The senate will meet at noon tomorrow to 
consider President Taft's nominations, but 
the house will not convene again until the 
beginning of the extra session of congress to 
be called for the 15th inst. 

The senate met at 9:40 a. m, but the pro- 
ceedings were confined to the most forma! 
work, mainly adoption of the complete report 
of the conferees on the pensi@én appropria- 
tion bill, the last of the great supply meas- 
ures, which the house also passed within one 
hour of adjournment, and the appointment of 
two or three commissions in accordance with 
recent congressional enactments. 


Fairbanks Makes His Last Talk. 

Vice President Fairbanks delivered an ad- 
dress in response to resolutions thanking 
him for his conduct of the office. Immediate- 
ly after adjournment of the Sixtieth congress 
the proclamation of the president calling the 
senate in extraordinary session to consider 
presidential appointments was read at the 
direction of the new vice president, Mr. Sher- 
man 

Speaker Cannon received a unanimous vot? 
of thanks, which he acknowledged amid loud 
applause. In the failure of Minority Leader 
Clark to present the usual resolutions to the 
retiring speaker, Mr. Payne. the majority 
leader, presented them. 


Strong Public Men Needed. 

Mr. Cannon, in reply, alluded to Mr. Clark's 
attitude, without mentioning it specifically, 
and said: , 

“ After all is said and done in the affairs 
of parties of men, what is needed in the 
public service is virile men; men who favor 
policies that they believe in and who have the 
courage of their convictions. Whether it be 
the majority or the minority, and a minority 
virile and patriotic is as necessary as is a 
majority in a government of the people.

As one member of this house, and under 
the tongue of good report and evil report, I 
have performed my duty as a representative 
and speaker to the best of my judgment 
without regard to personal consequences to 
me.

During the sessions Chairman Tawney of 
the appropriations committee, in the house 
declared that the expenditures of the gov- 
ernment have at no time except in war in- 
creased as rapidly as during the last eight 
years, primarily caused by popular and 
executive demands upon congress for appro- 
priations for the exercise of rights and 
functions belonging exclusively to the states 
and the abnormal and unnecessary war ex- 
penditures in time of peace.

Bays. He Was Hampered. 


Juvenile court yesterday removed 14 year 
old Louisa West from the Harrison street 
police station annex and started an investi- 
gation as to the right.of the police-to have 
detained the girl there for ten days. 

The girl told a remarkable story of wrong 
done to her and her case wastaken up by the 
Rev. Donald D. MacLaurin of the Second 
Baptist church, For some reason the girl's 
parents never were consulted in the matter, 
it is said. According to the parents, the girl 
disappeared from home after being asked 
to a conference at the minister’s house, and 


remained in the police station until taken. 


to the Juvenile court detention room. 

Now, the girl’s mother is threatening suits 
against the church officials, asserting they 
took her daughter away from her because 
they objected.to her stand in a church dis- 
pute, and is also threatening sults against 
the city for the detention of her little daugh- 
ter. 

There appears to be little question that 
the thrilling story told by the girl of her 
capture by a young man and her detention 
in a vacant house is entirely imaginative. 
although there are some points of the story 
that the police cannot explaln. The Juven- 
lle court officials. on the other hand, are in- 
terested in the strange detention of the girl 
in the police station. 


Minister Tells of Inquiry. 

Miss Jessie F. Binford of Hull house, an offi- 
cer of the Juvenile court, began investiga- 
tion of the case, but says she has been una- 
ble to learn anything satisfactory regarding 
the girl's long detention. The Rev. Mr. Mac 
Laurin tells the following story: , 

About two weeks ago Miss Byron, a 
most estimable young woman of the church. 
gave a little talk to some of the younger 
girls regarding their conduct. The little 
West girl lagged behind the others after 
the service and began crying. Then when 
questioned by Miss Byron she told an amaz- 
ing story. — 

She said that a young man had enticed 
her to a vacant flat house and held her pris- 
oner there. She told of the visits of other 
men described them in detail, and told of the 
presence of another little girl there who be- 
came ill. 

Miss Byron reported the case to me and 
I notified Capt. O’Brien, who sent four men 
to investigate the matter. The girl attended 
a church meeting the next night with her 
mother. 

“After the service I asked the girl to 
come to my study, and there, in the presence 
of the four police officers, Miss Byron, and 
myself she repeated her story and answered 
clearly a volley of questions. 

“The police officers took the girl away 
with them to have her try to peint out the 
house where she was held prisoner. I thought 
she had been allowed to return home again 
so did not try to see her. Her mother has 
had some trouble with some members of the 
church and I did not feel like calling upon 
her.“ 


Mother Suspects Plot. 

Mrs. Louisa West when. seen at her res- 
dence. 777 Monroe street, said: 

My daughter disappeared ten days ago 
after she had gone to church with me. It 
was not until 2 o'clock the next morning that 
I heard she was in the police station. I was 
unable to get her out. 

“If any one had asked me about my girl's 
story I could easily have disproved it. She 
has never been away from home one night 
until the police took her upon what charge 
I cannot guess. A 

I believe I was kept in ignorante because 
certain persons in the church nave quarreled 
with mea t church matters and are trying 
to strike at me through my daughter. I 
think. Louisa was put up to telling such a 
Story.“ 0

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Embarrassment Attributed to 
Clash with Steel Corporation 
and Recent Depression. 


The Dering Coal company of Delaware, a 
$5,000,000 corporation which operates mines 
valued at $6,000,000 in Illinois and Indiana, 
and has fürther assets of $1,075,000, was 
Placed in the hands of William C. Niblack, 
vice president of the Chicago Title and Trust 
company, as receiver by Judge Kohlsaat in 
the Circuit court yesterday. While the gen- 
eral offices are in Chicago, preparations for 
ancillary receiverships were made in juris- 
dictions where the company has property. 

The petition was filed by the Witt Mer- 
cantile company, which has a claim for 
~,924.06, and Jackson K. Dering, owner of 
$350,000 stock. The company’s embarrass- 
ment is attributed to troubles with the United 
States Steel corporation and to the recent 
financial depression. 

While R. R. Hammond, president of the 
company, filed an answer to the petition ad- 
mitting the company to be in such financial 
Straits as to make a receivership necessary, 
it was declared the coal company was 
solvent, but that it was being pressed by 
creditors to whom it owes $900,000. It was 
stated, however, that the company would 
be unable to meet its bonded indebtedness, 
consisting of $125,000 in interest due in April 
and a required deposit of $100,000 on a sink- 
ing fund previdéd in a trust deéd filed with 
the Federal Trust and Savings bank as se- 
curity under a $5,000,000 bond issue. 


Clash with Steel Companies. 


The Dering company, according to the bill 
of complaint, has fifty year contracts with 
the Illinois Steel company, the American 
Steel and Wire eompany, the American 
Bridge company, and the American Steel and 
Tin Plate company, alleged subsidiary com- 
panies of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, to furnish annually from 900,000 to 
2,700,000 tons of coal. 

These companies, it is declared, owe the 
Dering company $215,000, which they refuse 
to pay because of differences over damage 
claims. The Dering company asserts the 
damage claims to be without basis, and 
charges that the steel companies have con- 
tributed largely toward destroying its credit. 

A trust deed was filed with the Federal 
Trust and Savings bank Jan. 16, 1905. as 
sechrity on $5,000,000 fifty year bonds bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 5 per cent, payable 


senfi-annually. All the bonds are outstand- 
ing excepting $336,000 retired under a sink- 
ing fund provision. Next month $225,000 
is due, $125,000 being interest. 


Payroll Threatens Trouble. 


Another imminent liability is the March 
payroll of $150,000. Two thousand miners 
are employed and it is declared that if they 
are not paid suffering, hardship, and trouble 
may be the result. 

The Dering company was organized un- 
der the laws ot Delaware in 1904. Its general 
offices are at 84 Van Buren street.

“Undoubtedly I was insulted grossly by 
these’ two musicians,”’ said Mr.~«Gann, but 
I hope Steindel is not fired,’ as he is too good 
a cellist to lose. In my mind music should 
always come before personal differences.“ 

Neither Mr. Stock nor Manager Wessels 
would discuss thé question of whether or not 
Mr. Steindel had been discharged.

„No man is too good for this organiza- 
tion.” was the reply.

BOOZE WRECKS LIFE BOAT. 


Promoter Finds Germans Drink 
Wine and Highballs. 


SUES INVENTOR FOR EXPENSE 


Case Reported Sent to Chief Justice 
Olson as Joke. 


** Booze —not plain, ordinary beer and 
such beverages—was the principal factor 
which entered into the promotion of the 
“International Life Boat company in 
Hamburg and Berlin, according to testimony 
given yesterday in a suit before Chief Justice 
Olson in the Municipal court. 

While the company is said to be incorpor- 
ated for $200,000 and the life boat in question 
is the most wonderful of its kind ever in- 
vented in the history of the world.“ the in- 
ventor, Robert A. Brown, is being sued by 
David B. Marks for $75. 

Marks testified that he spent most of the 
$75 on booze for Hamburg and Berlin 
capitalists, whom he was attempting to in- 
terest in the life boat. He said he had bysi- 
mess of his own in Europe and that Brown 
had contracted to give him $76 for general 
expenses if he would promote the Inter- 
national Life Boat company. Further, he 
was to receive 10 per cent of whatever capital 
he raised among German financiers. 


Beer Spurned for Wine. 

Far be it from me to be critical,”’ said 
Mr. Marks, “ but all the time I spent in Ham- 
burg and Berlin, I didn’t see a single German 
drinking beer. I got hold of a couple of 
capitalists in Berlin and took them to a 
saloon. 

What will you have, gentlemen? 1 
asked. 

Nix on beer.’ they said. ‘We never 
drink anything but wine in Germany.’ 

see Iam stung, and Iorder wine. When 
they consumed several dollars’ worth—I took 
ginger ale—I paid the check and tipped the 
waiter 30 cents. He looked at me kind of 
sorrowful and handed the money back. 

Keep it,’ said he, you need it more 
than I do.’ 


Capitalists Drink Highballs. 

I took other capitalists out for refresh- 
ments and they drank highbale. I tried 
to suggest beer, but nobody would hear me. 
I couldn’t get out of a saloon without buy- 
ing.“

Previous to the $75 case a jury in Judge 
Olson’s court returned a verdict tn another 
case for $8,500.

STRAIGHT PARTY TICKETS 
VETOED BY CHARTER MAKERS. 


Held to Be Conducive to Bad Features of 
Machine Politics and Election of 
Gray Wolves. 


The “straight ticket lost out in a de- 
bate at a meeting of the drafting committee 
of the charter convention yesterday in Ald. 
Milton J. Foreman’s office. 

If the recommendation of the committee 
ts approved by the convention next Friday 
the cry of just put a cross in the circle at 
the head of the column will be heard 
no longer in city elections, for the commit- 
tee favored the abolition: of the party circle 
as conducive to the bad features of machine 
pclitics and the election of gray wolves un- 
der the coat taile of a popular ticket leader. 

The printing of party nominees in col- 
umns was the only device of alliance ap- 
proved by the committee and to vote a 
„ straight ticket under such a system the 
voter would have to place a cross before the 
name of every one of his party’s nominees. 

The elimination of the party circle was 
defeated in the last charter convention, but 
the feeling of the members of that body is 
gaid to have changed and they are deter- 
mined to place the anti-machine measure 
squarely before the legislators in the bil] 
which will contain their Suggestions for 
election regulations. 

A greater innovation was presented to the 
committee by Walter L. Fisher, whose draft 
of resolutions for the bill for the consolida- 
tion of all taxing bodies in the city—includ- 
ing tbe sanitary, the school, and the park 
boards—was approved by the committee. 
This gave the park boards the right to an 
easement on property adjacent to parks, 
with a provision that at the end of ten years 
the property might be sold subject to the 
easement. This will enable the park man- 
agers to keep adjacent property in a condi- 
tion suitable to them.

PICKS $50,000 GEM 
FROM THE GUTTER 


Sidewalk Cleaner Carries For- 
tune in Pearls with Him 
Nearly Four Months. 


TRAPPED BY A JEWELER. 
Necklace Lost by New York 
Woman Recovered When 
Finder Tries to Sell. 


Omaha, Neb., March 4.—[{Special.]—While 
sweeping the sidewalk in front of the Knick- 
erbocker hotel in New York on Nov. 26, 1808, 
John Savis, a Greek employé, picked from 
the rubbish a pearl necklace variously vai- 
ued at from $5,000 to $50,000. 

He quit his job in February and came here. 
Today he offered to sell one of the pearis 
at a iow price to a jeweler, who thought 
it strange that a man of Savis bearing 
should possess such a valuable stone. By 
a ruse the jeweler got in communication 
with the police and a little later the entire 
necklace was recovered. f 


Belongs to Mrs. Otto Heinze. 

The gem is the property of Mrs. Otto Heinze 
of New York. It consists of sixty-three 
matched pearls, with a gold, diamond stud- 
ded clasp. Mrs. Heinze missed it when she 
and her husband left for home after having 
dined in the grillroom of the Knickerbocker. 
It is probable she dropped it while entering 
the carriage. The Gotham police immediate- 
ly were informed of the loss, and following 
a fruitless hunt of several days in New York 
a country wide search was begun. 

Savis, whose real name is Sclavinitis, short- 
ened for convenience into the more American 
name, says he had been employed at the 
Knickerbocker for thirteen months in the ca- 
pacity of “sidewalk man.“ On the night of 
Nov. 26 he was sweeping refuse from the 
walk into the gutter, and as he brushed it 
over the curb he saw the necklace lying in 
the gutter with some rubbish. 

He picked up the string of jewels, ‘held it 
up to the light and examined it, and then put 
it in his pocket. He says several persons 
witnessed his action. 


Says He Didn’t Dream Real Worth. 

After going to his room that night he ex- 
amined th arls more closely and discov- 
ered a uable diamond set in the small 
clasp. e kept the necklace in his trunk 
after that, little dreaming, he declares, its 
real worth. He examined show windows 
for similar necklaces, hoping thereby to get 
an idea of the value of the jewels, but found 
they ranged from 26 cents to thousands of 
dollars. 

He says it is the custom in his country 
for the finder of valuables to receive one- 
third of their worth, and he thought the 
owner would make known his or her loss 
if the necklace was valuable. Not learning 
of any loss of valuable pearls, he concluded 
the find was of comparatively small conse- 
quence. 

He concluded to come west. When ar- 
rested a big pistol was found on him, 
He explains having the revolver by say- 
ing he was advised to arm himeelf when 
he came here. He got a job through 
Michael Mandanis, king of the Greeks” 
in South Omaha and this city, who is now 
acting for the Greeks who recently were 
victims of the South Omaha riots. He says 
Mandanis told him to purchase the revolver. 

Besides the necklace and the gun, the police 
took from the Greek a valuable watch and 
chain, two purses, a memoranda book, a dic- 
tionary, and $61. Marks in the dictionary 
indicated he lived at 685 or 705 Sixth avenue, 
New York. His English is considered good 
for a man having been in this country only 
sixteen months. With a view to getting in- 
formation the police sent to Council Bluffs 
for his belongings.

O'Neill, the chairman, calling attention to 
the fact that the Irish Nationalists could not 
accept America.“ 

Prof. J. C. Monahan of New York, late of 
Notre Dame university, delivered an address 
on Emmet, but talked chiefly of the pontri- 
butions the Irish have made to the world's 
progress. He placed the Jews at the head of 
great races because they lead in everything 
except pictorial and sculptural art, but he 
asserted that the Irish have a right to a 
high place. 

Recites Irish Achievements. 

He declared that in oratory even the ene- 
mies of Burke and Sheridan admit that they 
surpassed all others, ancient or modern. He 
said that if the Greeks surpassed the Irish 
in art it was because of seven centuries of 
oppression and repression. In law and state- 
craft, he asserted, the Irish had no equal. 
In the sciences, he said, the Irish could hold 
up their heads, while they had contributed 
more to music than any other people. 

He urged a finish fight for Irish freedom. 

We must ask the United States for help.“ 
he said. ‘‘ America owes us aid. We must 
ask Englishmen who admire character for 
aid. We can ask nearly every nation for 
aid, as the men of our race have fought for 
the liberty and freedom of nearly all.“ 


Oration in Handel Hall. 

An enthusiastic audience attended the cel- 
ebration of the United Irish Societies of Chi- 
cago in Handel hall The principal address 
of the evening was to have been made by 
John P. McGoorty, but he was unable to at- 
tend because of illness. The Rev. Dennis 
O’Brien of Aurora, III., delivered an oration 
on Robert Emmet. 

While no monument marks the grave of 
that great patriot. he said, nis spirit 
will go on forever in the cause of liberty 
and freedom. Robert Emmet wished that no 
epitaph be written for him until Ireland was 
free and a nation amonginations. Some day 
that epitaph will be written.” 

Beside the orations, there were selections 
on bagpipes and violins and dancing, reci- 
tations, and Irish songs. 


THINK MRS. SARGENT INSANE. 


French Alienists to Examine Woman 
Charged with Inhuman Treat- 
ment of Small Children. 


PARIS, March 4.—The police have discov- 
ered the whereabouts of the three children 
who were adopted some time ago by Mr. 
and Mrs. Sargent, now under arrest charged 
with cruelty. One of these, Jean Ducasso, 
who was born at Versailles in 1902, is being 
cared for in Brooklyn, N. Y. The magistrate 
before whom the case has come up today ap- 
pointed three doctors to examine into the 
mental condition of Mrs. Sargent.

HELD DISEASED. 


London Medical Officer Makes 
Charges Against Recent 
Shipment. 


BORE LABEL OF NATION. 


Complaint Is to Be Brought to 
the Attention of Ambas- 
sador Reid. 


LONDON, March 4.—Startling allegations 
concerning the diseased condition of recent 
consignments of American mest are con- 
taiked in a report by Dr. Williams, medical 
officer of the port of London, presented to 
the city council at the Guild hall today. 

In a mixed shipment of meat that arriv 
Feb. 2 Dr. Williams reports he found 
sheep livers and 130 lungs diseased out of a 
total of 2400. There were also 800 frozen 
carcasses, of which fifteen were minus lym- 
phatic glands. One carcass was affected 
with tuberculosis. ’ 

“There is no necessity,” Dr. Williams 
says, “of removing lymphatic glands un- 
less with some specific object, and presuma- 
bly in the case of the fifteen carcasses found 
without glands they had been discovered 
on inspection in the United States to show 
evidence of disease. 

Continuing, Dr: Williams points out that 
in this particular consignment more than 
600 cases of meats bore an official label in- 
dicating they had been Inspected and passed 
as sound in the United States. 

The city council decided to forward Dr. 
Williams’ report to the government board 
in order that the allegations may thereby 
be brought to the notice of Ambassador 
Reid and the various port and sanitary au- 
thorities, and that urgent representations be 
made to the board to give this matter 
earnest attention in the interests of the pub- 


lic health. 


VON BUELOW ATTACKED IN | 
BOOK BY RUDOLF MARTIN. 


Accuses Chancellor of Misdirecting the 
Kaiser to Commission of Various Im- 
perial Indiscretions of the Last Year. 


BERLIN, Match 4—A severe attack on 
Chancellor von Buelow and a defense of Em- 
peror William in connection with the alleged 
imperial indiscretions of last year is con- 
tained in a book by Rudolf Martin which will 
appear tomorrow. Herr Martin was for- 
merly attached to the department of the inte- 
rior and is said to be supported by a oonsid- 
erable party at court as part of an organized 
plan to force Von Buelow out of office. 

Herr Martin gives expression to many sen- 
sationa! assertions against Prince von Bue- 
low, whom he accuses of misdirecting the 
emperor, especially in the matter of the inter- 
view published in the London Daily Tele- 
graph. 

He declares this interview was prepared 
under Prince von Buelow’s instructions, and 
the prince after perusal told his majesty it 
could be published. Then when the crisis 
arose after publication the prince advised the 
emperor to leave Berlin during the exciting 
debates in the reichstag. 


RUMOR OF CLASH AT HARBIN. 


St. Petersburg Hears Unconfirmed Re- 
port That Russian and Chinese 
Troops Have Fought Battle. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Russia, March 4.—Itis 
rumored in St. Petersburg today that there 
has been a conflict between Russian and 
Chinese troops near Harbin, but no confirma- 
tion is possible. If the reports are true the 
trouble probably arose out of the situation 
following the efforte of the railroad author-

This congress should submit to the 
states the appropriaté constitutional 
amendment. With it should go the one 
introduced by Senator Bacon regarding 
the succession to the presidency. It au- 
thorizes congress to enact legislation to 
meet such a contingency as the death of 
both the president elect and vice presi- 
dent elect. If Messrs. Taft and Sherman 
had died last week there would have been 
no president after the 4th of March. The 
terms of Messrs. Roosevelt and Fair- 
banks would have ended. They would 
have had no duly elected successors. The 
confusion and turmoil which a double va- 
cancy would create can be easily imaz- 
ined. Such an event is most improbable, 
but it is possible, and its consequences 
should be guarded against. 

—— 

THE PRESIDENT TO THE NATION. 

Very few inaugural addresses have been 
scanned with more interest than/ will be 
that with which the new president began 
his administration yesterday. It deserves 
and will support the careful scrutiny of 
his countrymen. It is interesting and 
significant both for what it contains and 
for what it does not contain, for what it 
is and for what it is not, for its matter 
and for its manner. 

By its perusal the people will discern 
more clearly than ever that a very differ- 
ent man from the preceding president is 
now the chief magistrate of the natiou 
and that a very different administration 
from his predecessor's has begun. 

During the campaign Mr. Taft was fre- 
quently spoken of and, in cities, at least, 
placarded as the business man’s” can 
didate. His inaugural address substan- 
tially bears out the claim. It is an assur- 
ance that one of the main considerations 
of the present administration will be the 
careful adjustment of the new legislation 
to the business activities of the nation to 
the end that “proper and progressive 
methods may be safeguarded and en- 
couraged, rights and wrongs more defi- 
nitely ascertained, and enterprise assured 
of the necessary security and freedom 
which it can enjoy ohly when reform has 
reached the stage of complete definition. 

The utterance of the new president 
upon regulative legislation, upon tariff re- 
vision, upon monetary reform should and 
undoubtedly will establish the returning 
confidence of the business world and in- 
augurate a period of renewed prosperity 
which, as we believe, may prove sounder 
and broader as well as greater than any 
the nation has enjoyed. 

At the same time the new president 
takes pains to assure the people that the 
greatly needed reforms accomplished under 
the leadership of Mr. Roosevelt will not 
be abated a jot if his will prevails in the 
national counsels. There is to be no step 
backward. President Taft is as sincere 
a believer in what are termed the Roose- 
velt policies as their author, and to main- 
tain them and perfect them he pledges 
himself freely and unequivocally. 

This, too, is an assurance of renewed 
welfare based upon the effective eradica- 
tion of grave dangers of economic tyran- 
ny and undue financial centralization, and 
upon the consequent establishment of the 
great business activities of the nation upon 
a higher and, therefore, a safer plane. 

The address is from first to last a pecu- 
Harly characteristic statement. It ex- 
presses the administrator primarily. It 
moves with the caution and exactitude of 
the experienced executive, the lawyer, 
and the jurist. It is not hortatory. It is 
not minatory. It is not even monitory, 
save in the appeal to the negro against 
impatient ambition. But it places its em- 
phasis on construction and reorganization 
not only as respects that which must take 
place in business in the new relations 
created by the approved new laws but 
also on the perfecting of the general ma- 
chinery of federal administration. 

Compared to the remarkable utterances 
of Mr. Roogevelt, the contrast throws 
this administrative aspect of the address 
into higher relief than if the comparison 
were with the messages of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s predecessors. But though there is 
a striking absence of the social and eth- 
ical generalizations which Mr. Roosevelt 
made so influential, there is no lack of 
definite statement of policy. Not only are 
the regulative reforms reasserted broadty 
and whole heartedly but constructive poli- 
cies like conservation are approved, con- 
servative legislation on behalf of labor is 
recommended, the condition of the negro 
and his future in the south are discussed 
with sanity and friendliness, and the op- 
portunity is accepted for pointing out the 
embarrassment or worse to which the na- 
tion may be subjected by the neglect of 
congress to vest in the government by 
proper legislation under the constitution 
adequate powers for enforcing the treaty 
rights of aliens under our flag. 

The new president's thorough knowl- 
edge of our foreign relations and his en- 
lightened sense of their importance are 
factors not only in our own national econ- 
omic and political welfare but in worid 
politics as well. And every thoughtful 
American should read with especial care 


what are perhaps the gravest passages of 


Mr. Taft's first presidential pronounce- 
ment—mamely: those which urge the 
necessity of adequate naval and military 
armament. 

In this as in other vital matters Mr. 
Taft is at one with Mr. Roosevelt, and it 
is not in the temper of the jingo or of the 
alarmist that the new president solemnly 
declares the importance of an army and 
navy commensurate with our responsibi:i- 
ties. There has aever been a president 
less likely to consent to play the bully.

Not merely his party may 
be proud of him, but this whole frank, 
strong, and friendly American people, 
north and south, east and west, who know 
how to admire the plain honesty of act 
and speech, the warm and brave heart, 
the sane and well stored brain, the ardu- 
ous and useful service, and the unsur- 
passed patriotism of William Howard 
Taft. 


REDUCING EXPENSES. 

When a railroad finds it necessary to 
cut down operating expenses it lowers 
wages—if it thinks it can be done with 
safety—or discharges the least needed 
employés. The city council can resort to 
either or both of these expedients and 
thus keep its appropriations within the 
city’s income. The fear of a strike might 
deter the private employer from meddling 
with the wage scale. If che salaries of 
city employés were cut they would com- 
plain, but not resign. 

Nevertheless, aldermen need not be ex- 
pected to adopt either of these economic 
measures. Election day comes too soon 
after the making of appropriations. 
Timid aldermen who wish to be retlected 
are afraid to antagonize any considerable 
number of employés. They may make 
feeble dashes at retrenchment here and 
there, but generally in the wrong place. 

The executive branch of the city gov- 
ernment has more courage than the leg- 
lative branch. It is also better in- 
formed as to where economies can be 
made with the least injury to the public. 
So the question of making both ends meet 
ean safely be left to the mayor. He can- 
not reduce salaries which havé been fixed 
by the council, but he can order the dis- 
charge of employés whose services can 
be dispensed with and thus reduce ex- 
penditures. It is said that there are 
about 400 inspectors who could be let go 
if necessary. If those who were retained 
were made to work a little harder the 
discharged men would not be missed. 

If the council is prepared to put the 
responsibility for economizing on the 
mayor he is ready to assume it. He 
knows where the pruning knife can be 
used to the best advantage. 


THE RETURNING TIDE. 

A few months ago it was noticed that 
throngs of the foreign born were leaving 
the United States for the countries of 
This movement received several 
explanations. It was due to dull times 
in America. It was the regular winter 
exodus, living being cheaper abroad. The 
annual desire to visit relations and friends 
was powerful. The number of migrants 
and the amount of money they carried 
away were both estimated in large figures. 

No one was greatly disturbed. Wait 
till spring, the wise ones said, and they 
will all come back. Wait till business 
picks up again and watch them come. 
Advices from the east indicate that they 
are coming all right. When 7,258 land 
at Ellis island in a single day it is a sign 
of the returning tide. Thousands are 
coming from the stricken parts of Italy. 
The word has gone abroad that things are 
picking up in the United States. The re 
veult is seen in the pressing throngs at the 
nation’s gateway.

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HE Russian senate, which is the sv- 

preme tribunal of the Muscovite en- 

pire, has just determined a question 

of widespread and exceptional inter- 

est. It has decided that the conversion 
of Jews to the orthodox faith, that is to say, 
to the national church of Russia, does not 
emancipate them from the legal disabilities 
to which they are subject. It thereby em- 
phasizes the fact that the special legisia- 
tion against the Hebrew race is not, as 80 
many people seem to believe, based on re- 
ligious fanaticism, but on racial and econom- 
ic grounds. The Russian government vir- 
tually admits that one average Hebrew is 
as clever as any ten Slavs, and that if the 
former had to contend with no disabilities 
he and his kith would soon rule, aye, and 
own the empire. 

Mere change of faith, no matter whether 
real or pretended, cannot be expected to 
diminish this dangerous superiority of in- 
telligence. I have often called attention in 
these letters to the fact that religious preju- 
dice had little to\do with the harsh treat- 
ment of the Jews in Russia, and pointed out 
that whereas, owing to religious fanaticism, 
it had never been found possible to erect a 
Protestant church in Madrid, one of the 
most beautiful buildings at St. Petersburg 
is a Jewish synagogue, of which there are 
several in that city, as well as at Moscow. 

On the other hand, in England a peer 
who happens to be a Roman Catholic can 
secure release from the legal disabilities to 
which the members of his creed are still 
subjected in Great Britain, by becoming a 
convert to Judaism or to Islam. The law 
will not permit a peer to nominate rectors 
to the Anglican churches situated on his 
estates, even when they happen to have been 
bullt and endowed by his ancestors. Thus 
the duke of Norfolk owns the so-called ad- 
vowsons of the populous parishes of Warm- 
inghurst, in Sussex, of Redenhall, and of 
Harleston in Norfolkshire, of Handsworth 
in Yorkshire, and of IIkeshall in the county 
of Suffolk, and even provides money for the 
maintenance of the parish churches in prop- 
er repair, but is not permitted to have any 
voice in the selection of the rectors. Where- 
as, Lord Michelham, Lord Wandsworth, and 
Lord Swaythling, who are professing Jews, 
and the earl of Mexborough, who is a self- 
proclaimed Buddhist, are subjected to no 
such restrictions by English law, and are re- 
garded by the latter as better qualified than 
the Roman Catholic duke of Norfolk to be 
intrusted with the responsibility of nomi- 
nating rectors of Christian churches in 
Christian parishes. *

The death of Margaret, Lady Mackenzie, 
in the utmost obscurity, serves to recall the 
extraordinary role played by her husband, 
the late Sir Morell Mackenzie, in connection 
with the brief reign of the late Emperor 
Frederick of Germany. Twenty-one and 
twenty-two years ago there was no man 
who was the subject of a greater amount 
of public discussion, not only in England 
but in all parts of the civilized world. By 
many he was regarded as a self-advertising 
charlatan, but by others as the most emi- 
nent specialist of the day. In the earlier 
stages of the then crown prince’s malady 
all the principal medical authorities in Ger- 
many had agreed, after careful examina- 
tion, that the heir apparent was suffering 
from cancer of the throat and insisted upon 
an immediate operation as the only thing 
possible to save the patient's: life. But the 
prince, on learning that it would leave him 
voiceless for the remainder of his days, and 
being aware that Bismarck, who dreaded 
his liberal tendencies, would avail himself 
thereof to eliminate him from the succession 
to the throne on the strength of certain 
clauses of the Prussian constitution, hes!i- 
tated about submitting himself to the knife 
until he had consulted foreign specialists. 

Dr. Morell Mackenzie was summoned to 
Berlin, and setting his opinion against all 
his German colleagues, insisted that the 
malady was not a cancer, and that the pro- 
posed operation, a dangerous one at the best, 
would be needlessly risking the life of the 
prince. On the strength of this pronounce- 
Fment by Dr. Mackenzie, and despite the pro- 

tests of all of his German colleagues, the 
operation was abandoned and the Scotch 
specialist was placed in medical charge. 
Naturally the malady went on from bad to 
worse, the prince was subjected to cruel suf- 
ferings through the application of artificial 
means of respiration, but lived long enough 
to succeed to the throne and to die as em- 
peror after a short and sad reign of less 
than a hundred days. It was only after 
Frederick had succeeded to the throne that 
Mackenzie admitted that the disease was 
cancer, of which, indeed, the emperor died. 

This virtually ruined ..ackenzie profes- 
sionally. And while many were of the opin- 
jon that Frederick owed to him his crown, 
since he would have either succumbed to 
the operation demanded by the German spe- 
cialists or have been barred from the throne 
if he had survived it, there are others who 
are of the opinion that had the knife been 
used in time Frederick might have been 
alive today. 

It was prior to Emperor Frederick's ac- 
cession that Mackenzie was knighted at his 
request by Queen Victoria as a kind of repa- 
ration for the terrible abuse to which he 
had been subjected throughout Germany. 
After the emperor’s death neither the Eng- 
lish nor Prussian royal families saw much 
of Mackenzie, realizing that the empero? 
might have been spared much cruel suffer 
ing had it not been for his advice, and wha 
antagonized them more particularly agains. 
him was the extraordinary book which h 
saw fit to publish on the subject of the em’: 


therewith, a book distinguished by the most 
extravagant ill taste, lack of delicacy, and 
violating all ethics of medical etiquette. 
Lady Mackenzie was a woman in every way 
superior to her husband and managed to 
retain for herself the good will which Sir 
Morell had forfeited. Her years of widow- 
hood have not been altogether happy.

Prince Frederick of Schaumburg-Lippe. 
whose engagement to Princess Antoinette 
of Anhalt has just been announced, is the 
widowed son-in-law of the present king of 
Denmark. While the prince belongs to the 
petty sovereign house of Schaumburg-Lippe, 
he has but little chance pf succeeding to 
the crown, there being many lives between 
him and the throne. He is, however, enor- 
mously rich, having inherited Ml the vast 
estates of his family in Bohemia, compris- 
ing the historic chateau of Nachod, where 
lived Wallenstein, the most heroic figure of 
the thirty years’ war, and the castle of Rati- 
boritz, also in Bohemia, where in 1818 Em- 
peror Francis I. of Austria, Alexander I. of 
Russia, and King Frederick William III. of 
Prussia, met to form that alliance against 
Napoleon which resulted in his downfall. 
The room in which the terms of the alliance 
were agreed upon between thé three mon- 
archs contains not only many souvenirs of 
the occasion, but also the three busts which 


parture in recognition of her gracious hos- 
pitality. 

The castle of Nachod, although now ar- 
ranged in the most luxurious fashion for 
modern habitation, remains in many re- 
Spects untouched since the time of the thirty 
years’ war. In 1654 Emperor Ferdinand II. 
presented the place (which he had confiscated 
after the assassination of Wallenstein) to 
Prince Octavian Piccolomini in recognition 
of his military services, and over the gate- 
way leading into the big courtyard the em- 
peror caused to be carved a record of all 
the great victories won by the prince. and an 
expression of gratitude of his s0vereign, as 
well as a hope that the great — 
career might serve for all time as an ex- 
‘ample and as an inspiration to his people. 
The walls are still adorned with priceless 
Gobelins and other tapestries, as well as 
with ne. magnificent collection of old mas- 
ters gathered together, first by w { 
and then by Piccolomini. 8 

There is also a Hbrary of 20,000 volumes 
formed by Piccolomini, and likewise a huge 
muniment room, full of the archives of bis 
family, which played so important a réle 
in the middle ages. These archives have 
never been disturbed since his death. They 
still await the research of the historical stu- 
dent, and are certain on examination to fur- 
nish most valuable regarding 
not only the thirty years’ war, but a also the 
history of Italy, Germany, Spain, the Low- 
lands, and France, in the fitteenth, sixteenth, 
seventeenth, and eighteenth .

Mendelssohn Choir’s Second 

The special concert given by the Mendels- 
sohn choir of Toronto and the Thomas or- 
chestra last evening in Orchestra hall but 
served to deepen the unusual impression left 
by the work of the Canadian singers Wednes- 
day night. There was an occasional hint of 
the voices being tired—the round of recep- 
tions and entertainments for the 
guests although prompted by nothing save 
the kindliest regard are not conducive one 
preserving of best vocal conditions—but 
suggestions of A weariness were — 
momentarily in evidence, and in nowise 
blemished the impressiveness of the wonder- 
ful powers of the choir. 

Their work is the most nearly perfect that 
it seems possible for human beings to achieve, 
and anything technically more exact and 
finished than they offered could with diff- 
culty be conceived. The tonal quality, too, is 
of supreme beauty, the tenors being espe- 
Clally remarkable. There is a loveliness, a 
sweetness, and a smoothness about the tone 
from this section that is wholly out of the 
ordinary. The basses, too, are splendid, and 
without ever obtruding lend a solidity and 
body to the tonal mass that is invaluable. 
The Kremer In Winter, sung by the men 
alone, showed how superlative is this half of 
the choir. 


Interpretatively the oy enh of the chorus 
last evening confirmed the impressions of the 
evening before, and which were commented 
upon in these columns yesterday morning. 
The singing compela unbounded admiration 
and wins spontaneous approval by the abso- 
lute beauty of its tone and its technic. But 
so centered is the attention of the choristers 
and of the listeners, too, upon this perfection 
in tone and technic, that the emotional con- 
tent of the composition being sung is in a 
certain degree obscured. Not that the work 
of the choir is cold or mechanical. It is 
neither, but it is rarely in anywise impas- 
sioned. 

Tremendous climaxes are obtained at times 
——as in the Gounod By Babylon's Wave,” 
sung on Wednesday, and in the Elgar Bri- 
tons Alert, given last evening; but these 
climaxes are climaxes of tone, not of interpre- 
tative spirit. The difference is a fine one, 
— but it is nevertheless a difference. 

in the softer, more tender numbers the 
exquisite piano and pianissimo effects are 
what hold and charm the audience rather 
than any hint of intense feeling that is back 
of these effects. Mr. Vogt, wonderful con- 
ductor that he is and exceptional disciplin- 
arian that he must be, is clearly not a leader 
of impassioned or strongly temperamental 
quality. 

Probably it would be impossible for any 
one capable of obtaining such technical per- 
fection to be strongly temperamental. But 
if the two could be combined, then in truth 
the Mendelssohn choir would stand upon 
choral heights almost celestial. And that 
would be uncomfortable for all the rest of 
the world. We're not ready yet for the 
angelic choir, and until we are the technical 
perfection of our Canadian neighbors will 
suffice.

It has remained for that consummate 
artist of expression and gesture, of eloquent 
pantomime and intellectual interpretation, 
George Arliss the crafty, to complete and, 
we may say, to round out our devilish expe- 
riences of the season. He ts the latest and 
the best of the modishly garbed Satans to 
approach us, and we trust he likewise will be 
the last. 

Even the art of Arliss fails to remove the 
subtle suggestiveness of this artful drama 
or to justify it ethically as a worthy exhibi- 
tion for the public in general. It is infer- 
nally clever and its argument may easily be 
made to serve the purposes of the hypocrit- 
ically pure inthought. But that it is covertly 
immoral in tone and that to the average at- 
tendant upon the drama it condones, if it 
does not justify, unfaithfulness, and belitties 
the sacredness of the most sacred of all re- 
lations, the marriage tie, is quite positive. 

The personified conscience ig a pretty 
phrase and the nucleus of a helpful train of 
thought if soberly considered. But in a 
drama in which the appeal is primarily emo- 
tional and in a playhouse in which tradi- 
tion inspires sympathy with lovers and glory 
for the defeat of all obstacles placed in the 
true course of passion, the spectacle of a 
young wife inevitably forced into the arms of 
her artist affinity, while on the one hand her 
commonplace but honest husband is effect- 
ually eliminated and on the other the artist's 
trusting flancée is carelessly brushed aside. 
may cause the right of the Molnar drama to 
success to be legitimately questioned. That 
it has failed of popularity the country over is 
sufficient proof that an essentially clean 
minded public does not care for it.

The art histrionic, however, has legitima- 
tized many an iliborn insplration before this, 
and what it can do for The Devil’’-is done 
by George Arliss. He accepts the character 
as a concrete evil influence, and with it slides 
and glides through the scenes of the drama 
an all but etherealized spirit. He is some- 
thing more and something lesg than human. 
His countenance is ashy, hig brain alert to 
the subtlest suggestion of craft and cunning. 
Reduced to a plane of plausibility he could 
have fooled no one of the characters whom 
he impertinently faces in the play. But re- 
moved from this and centralized as a char- 
acter representing both natural and super- 
natural forces, his characterization becomes 
a perfected bit of art. 

It is a performance eloquent in its grace 
and polish. It ranges, through a series of 
moods and half moods, his majesty becoming 
by turns sinister, artful, effeminate, peevish, 
defiant. Now dignified by a power diabolic, 
he again crouches or hovers batlike above his 
prey and gloats in the fire of his favorite red 
light at the havoc in souls it is his pleasure 
to create. 

His straight eyebrows and the small Arliss 
eyes, contracted without their owner's mono- 
cle, give an oriental aspect to the weird ex- 
pressions of his strangely mobile and yet 
pasty features. He may be fascinating. as 
we have heard it said, because of his Beer- 
bohm Treeisms—but he is wonderfully in- 
teresting because of his George Arlissian art, 
and we honor him for it. 

The supporting company has been care- 
fully chosen to do credit to the star. Grace 
Elliston, some pounds heavier than she used 
to be, is handsomer as well, and she plays 
the mystified wife splendidly and with a 
particularly convincing sineerity. Hamilton 
Revelle,.a good actor ssemingly condemned 
to the spineless. hero type of man, is an ar- 
dent and handsome artist, and Mrs. Arliss 
an effective and natural model. The set- 
tings do Producer Fiske credit.

Business Is Well Paying. 

When the fruit is ready for market the 
Jamaican carries it to the train and Plants 
another slip.

Though they have more than a hun- 
dred bananas, they are not worth while in 
the careful calculation of labor, time, and in- 
terest charges. It pays 81 cents for all 
bunches of nine hands or over and 28 cents for 
eights. At that rate the young man who 
fights the malaria will make 25 per cent on 
his money, K he knows anything about ba- 
nana raising and banana soll. 

The company gets an average of $1.70 a 
bunch, averaging 150 to 175 bananas, in the 
states, which represents the cost. of han- 

diimg and transportation; while we know 
what the retailer receives. The business 
pays because of its magnitude and pays 
well. Day after day, under the frying sun, 
year in and year out, the little engines of 
the“ banana railroad " sing their chuk-chuk 
in the still, hot air among the motionless 
leaves, on to the pier, where the Jamaican 
yells and sings and giggles as he starts the 
bunches on their journey to the r 
and the country grocery.

LONDON, March 4.+-The marriage of 
George Westinghouse Jr., son of George 
Westinghouse of Pittsburg, and Evelyn Vio- 
let, daughter of Sir Thomas Brocklebank, 
was celebrated today at the little village 
church of Irton, Cumberland, where the 
Brocklebank country seat is located.

WANT SENATORS BY PRIMARY | 


Michigan Upper House Passes Bill 
Extending System in Foree. 


PLAN LIMIT ON LOAN OFFICES 


Measure Asks Salary of School Super- 
intendent Be Raised. 


Lansing, Mich., March 4.—The senate today 
passed a bill extending the primary election 
system to include nominations for United 
States senator in adeftion to governor and 
lleutenant governor. The bill now,-goes to 
the house. 

The house passed a bill raising the salary of 
the superintendent of public instruction from 
$1,000 to $4.000 and a sengte bill making it a 
misdemeanor for loan offices to charge more 
than 2 per cent per month interest. 

The house liquor traffic committee reported 
out a bill providing a fine of $100 and re- 
moval from office for any sheriff or police offi- 
cer refusing or neglecting to enforce the 
liquor laws.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 4—([Special.]—

IOWA HAS “PURE” SHOE BILL. 


Legislature Considers Measure Pro- 
viding for Labeling of Foot Ap- 
parel Products in That State. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 4.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator Bruce introduced a bill today providing 
for pure doots and shoes. The measure 
requires that all boots and shoes sold in Iowa 
shall be properly labeled and, that violation 
of the law shall be punishable by heavy fino. 
Where shoes are labeled pure oak tanned 
soles *’ they must be such. If any other ma- 
terial than leather is used in the manufacture 
of foot apparel to be sold in Iowa the article 
must bear a label designating the materials 
used in its making. 

Senator Clarkson introduced two bills pro- 
viding for licensing plumbers. No person, by 
terms of the measure, shall practice as 3 
plumber without a state permit, and such 
permits shall be issued only by the state 
board of health. The bill is based upon the 
theory that plumbers should be thoroughly 
conversant with rules of proper sanitation 
and drainage. 

The house passed the Moore bill providing 
that all bond companies doing business in the 
state shall file with the state auditor securi- 
ties in the same manner as is now required 
of insurance companies. 

Representative Hackler tomorrow will ask 
the house to reconsider hig bill giving 
cities of the second class the right to adopt 
the commission plan of government, such as 
is now in force in Des Moines and Cedar 
Rapids and was rejected by Davenport and 
Sioux City. The house passed the bill pro- 
hibiting marriage of first cousins. 


ANOTHER LID BILL IN MISSOURI. 


State Wide Prohibition Measure Sup- 
ported by the W. C. T. U. Is In- 
troduced in the House. 


Jefferson City, Mo., March 4.—A state wide 
prohibition measure was introduced in the 
house today by W. E. Killion of Cedar coun- 
tv. This is the bill advocated by the Women's 
Christian Temperance union and the prohi- 
bitionists of the state. It is not expected 
that the Anti-Saloon league will lend it active 
support, the last organization advocating 
the county unit local option bill, which al- 
ready has been advanced to the engrossment 
stage in the house.

Olympia, Wash., March 4.—With only two 
votes against it the local option measure 
passed the house today.

JUDICIARY REPORT

Tippit Delays Any Action on 
Reapportionment in Illi- 
‘ nois Districts. 


FEW THERE FOR WORK. 
Browne Offers Measure to Pre- 
vent Agreements by Insur- 
ance Companies. 


Springfield, III., March 4.—[{Special.]—Rep- 
resentative Tippit today prevented the report 
of the committee on judicial apportionment 
from getting before the house.

“Then the chair rules, said Speaker 
Shurtleff, “that there can be nothing done 
except a call of the roll to determine if there 
is a quorum.” 

It was plainly apparent that less than - a 
score of members were in attendance, and 
Crawford consented to withdraw the report. 


See Need of Hurry. 


Some of the legislators declare there Is oc- 
casion to hurry in drafting and passing a 
judicial reapportionment bill, claiming that 
should the day of the judicial primaries be 
passed when a new law is enacted the judicial 
nominations could be made by th county 
committees of the several parties in the 
different counties under the provision of the 
old law.

Nebraskan Says He’s Now Surprised

INDICTMENTS AGAINST WORLD 
ARE RETURNED IN NEW YORK. 


Return Supposed to Be Framed Under 
Omnibus Statute Authorizing Prose- 
. cution Under Existing State Law. 


New York, March 4.—The federal grand 
jury here which has been investigating the 
alleged libelous publications in connection 
with the Panama canal purchase today re- 
turned indictments against the Press Pub- 
lishing company, publishers of the New York 
World, and Caleb Van Hamm, one of the 
editors of the World. The text of the indict- 
ments was not made public. 

The indictments were filed with District 
Judge Holt, sitting tn the criminal branch. 
While the indictments were placed under the 
seal of the court, it is understood that the re- 
turn will be mad on them at noon tomorrow. 

It is understood the indictments are 
framed under the federal omnibus statute, 
which authorises the prosécution for an of- 
fense committed on federal territory not 
mentioned in the United States revised stat- 
utes to be conducted according to the exist- 
ing state laws. 


WILLIAM THOMAS JOYCE DIES: 
HEAD OF BIG LUMBER FIRM. 


Chicago Man Whose Timber Interests 
Extended Through Many States Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Disease. 


William Thomas Joyce, whose interests in 
timber lands extended through a number of 
states in the northwest and the south, died 
yeaterday afternoon at his: residence, 
Woodlawn avenue. He had been confined to 
his bed since Nov. 23 suffering from heart 
disease. The lumber man is survived by his 
widow, Clotilde Gage Joyce, and two sons, 
David G. Joyce and James Stanley Joyce. 

Joyce was born at Salisbury, Conn., in 1860 
and while still a bey moved to Clinton, Ia., 
where his father, David, engaged in the 
lumber business. 

In 1805, at the death of his father. Joyce 
came into possession of twenty-seven lumber 
yards in lowa and one in Minnesota. Two 
years later the headquarters of the firm 
were transferred to Chicago. 

Mr. Joyce was a member of the Union 
league, Chicago Athletic, Chicage Yacht, 
and the Midlothian Country clubs.

NEW TARIFF AIDS CHICAGO 


Local Shippers Gain Over East 
in Spokahe Rate Case. 


READJUSTMENT FOR WEST. 


Interstate Commission Cuts Freight 
Cost One-Sixth. 


Chicago shippers congratulated themselves 
yesterday on having won an important vic- 
tory over their competitors in New York and 
the east through the decision of the inter- 
state commerce commission in the Spokane 
rate cas 

Complete copies of the decision, which was 
issued in Washington on Tuesday, were re- 
ceived, and after comparison of the old with 
the new rates established by the commission 
the Chicago commercial interests discovered 
they had obtained an advantage over New 
York by a reduction of 16% per cent, while 
the eastern rates were not changed. For- 
merly the rates on most commodities vir- 
tually were the same from the seaboard as 
from Chicago. 

The reduction on first class rates is from 
$3.60 to $8; on second class, from §3.10 to 
$2.59, and on other classes in proportion, 
down to from 98 cents to & cents on class N. 
Similar reductions are made on the thirty- 
four commodities named in the complaint, 
but the farreaching effect of the decision is 
seen in the statement that if the roads do not 
readjust the rates on other commodities and 


plaint may be filed. 


Readjustment in the West. 

Traffic officials say the decision means a 
complete readjustment of rates in the west- 
ern intermediate territory. 

Similar complaints are pending before the 
commission in regard to the rates to Phoenix, 
Ariz., and Reno, Nev., and there are many 
other cities, the rates of which are made on 
the same basis as the Spokane rates—name- 
ly: the transcontinental rate to the coast, 
which was fixed to meet water competition, 
plus the local rate back. 

The commission says the rates are too high, 
although the tariff to Seattle may be dic- 
tated by water competition, and that, there- 
fore, neither the long and short haul” nor 
the “ discrimination" clauges of the Hep- 
burn law are violated. It also is declared 
that the transcontinental rates to Seattle 
are sufficiently high without regard to the 
water competition. 

In fixing the new rates to Spokane, a 
mileage basis is used, and the St. Paul- 
Spokane class rate is made one-sixth less 
than the St. Paul-Seattle rate, because the 
distance is approximately one-sixth less. 
The Chicago-Spokane rates are made higher 
than the St. Paul rates by certain arbitraries 
ranging from 50 to 11 cents, which also are 
approximately on a distance basis. 


Rate Favors Chicago. 


As the roads east of Chicago were not de- 
fendants in the case, no reductions were 
applied to their rates. Therefore, in all 
cases where the present New York rate is 
a through rate, less than the combination 
at St. Paul, the difference between the Chi- 
cago and the New York rates is increased in 
favor of Chicago. 

The order will greatly reduce the revenues 
of the carriers. In fact, one of the principal 
reasons given was that the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific were earning on these 
rates more than a reasonable percentage. 
In the decision it ie stated that if the coast 
rates had been applied to intermediate ter- 
ritory the loss to the Northern Pacific would 
have been 81. 107.000 a year and to the Great 
Northern $645,000 a year. In the final order 
rates less than the coast rates are applied, 
go that the loss in revenues will be even 
greater. 

The order is made effective May 1. The 
commission says, however, that the car- 
riers may, if they desire, before the effective 
date of the order, submit some scheme for 
the readjustmnt of intermediate rates. If 
approved the commission will strike off the 
present order and the date of the order may 
be extended. 


ASK RATE ON A MILEAGE BASIS. 


Coal Dealers of Ohio and Pennsylvania 
Allege Discrimination in Cer- 
tain Railroad Tariffs. 


Cleveiand, O, March 4.—Claiming discrim- 
ination, coal dealers of Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania will make an appeal to various rail- 
ways leading to Lake Drie points for a lower 
freight rate. It is asserted that a rate of 
O cents a ton is*charged for hauling coal 250 
mites from Ohio and Pennsylvania and only 
$1.12 a ton is charged for a 500 mile haul! from 
West Virginia. An effort will be made, ac- 
curding to plans formulated at the meeting of 
tue dealers here last night, to have the rall- 
ways place the freight charge upon a mile- 
age basis. No change will be asked for in 
the rate by boat up the lakes, which is 25 
cents a ton.

GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


Snow’s March report was given to the public 
yesterday. It estimated the reserves of whéat on 
March 1 at 123,000,000 bu, or the smallest in ten 
years. A year ago the government estimated re- 
serves at 149,000,000 bu and Snow estimated them 
at 138,000,000 bu. The big surprise in Snow's report 
was his estimate of corn stocks on the farm, which 
he placed at 91,000,000 bu less than a year ago, the 
total being given at 869,000,000 bu, against 900. 
000,000 bu a year ago. The trade was skeptical in 
regard to these figures. .Oatg supplies back in first 
hands were estimated at 230,000,000 bu, against 
216,000,000 bu a year ago. The report on Dats was 
less bullish than expected. In regard to the condi- 
tion of winter wheat it was stated that in the Ohio 
valley wheat had improved since December, but in 
the southwest the condition had been lowered, the 
condition as a whole being lower than last Decem- 
ber. 

More opposition. is developing to the bulls in 
wheat, and several loca! traders who have been 
strongly bullish up to this time are now taking 
advantage of the bulges to sell short on the bulges. 
During the last two days they have made good 
Profits in eo doing. The July is generally regarded 
as being too high by the local talent. Bartlett- 
Patten were selling on the bulges yesterday also, 
but were credited with buying about as much on 
the breaks. There was a tip out early to buy the 
July around the down price, which was made geod 
to the extent of a le advance, but which was subse- 
quently about all lost. Some commission houses 
report the outside trade a little better, but the pub- 
lic has not yet come into the market on a large 
scale. 

Corn bears are unable to disguise their surprise 
and disgust at the action of the market. For sev- 
eral weeks shorts have been compelled to cower 
about as soon as they had their lines nicely out. 
The secret seems to lie in the attitude of the farm- 
ers. They are long corn for future delivery, are 
showing no disposition to sell out at any price, and 
are holding the whip hand by husbanding their real 
corn zealously. As long as this situation continues 
there seems to be but little rellef for the shorts. 
Several well posted coarse grain men are looking 
for a day of reckoning before long, and predict that 
farmers who are holding their corn for higher prices 
will be content to obtain 10c less fer it later on. 


Cash wheat sales were small here yesterday and 
the demand was not at all brisk. Prices were 
relatively steady. In the southwest there was 
also a quiet trade. St. Louls reported the sale of 
15,000 bu No. 2 hard at 2% over the May. Kansas 
City stocks increased 37,000 bu so far this week. 
Slow demand reported at both Minneapolis and 
Winnipeg. Corn here was weak, closing un- 
changed to ‘%e off, with the shipping demand 


poor. The sample has failed to keep pace with 
futures recently. The country sold little corn. 
Oats were easy and sold slowly. Local cash sales 
were 10,000 bu wheat, 45.000 bu corn, and 100,000 
bu oats. 

Schwarz, Barrell, and Peavey bought wheat on 
the last advance. Pringle, Wagner, Pardridge, 
Barrell, Woodbury, and Barrett sold on the bulges. 
In corn the best buying was by Bartlett-Patten, 
Kidston, Marfield, and Wagner. Hulburd-Warren- 
Chandler and Lake were good sellers. Roberts and 
Wagner sold oats and Bartlett-Patten bought. 
Swift brokers and Schwarz sold provisions. Press 
and commission houses were the leading buyers. 


Bear statisticians were busy yesterday and were 
able to show figures which showed conclusively, 
according to the figures themselves, that there 
would be as liberal a carryover at the end of this 
crop year as in 1908, allowing as much as A year 
ago for export. Snow, on the other hand, estl- 
mated that there is only about 22,000,000 bu wheat 
left available for export, which practically places 
the country on a domestic consumption basis.

Ibs, against 314,714,065 Ibs a month ago. The in- 
crease during February was 9,950,340 Ibs, com- 
pared to a gain for February, 1908, of 66,461,520 
Ibs.

prices and making no attempt to check the down- 
ward tendency of values, 

Steers of weight and quality met with a broad 
outlet at @eady to strong prices, but the inferior 
grades were discriminated agajnst anc slow sale 
at weak figures. Cows and heifers were in ex- 
cessivé supply and slow sale at general decline 
of 10c. Calves reached a new high level at $9.10, 
the demand being exceptionally strong. Sheep and 
yearlings found an outlet at weak to a shade 
lower prices, while lambs were of irregular sale at 
prices which held steady to 10@l5c lower than 
on Wednesday. 


CATTLE. 


General receipts were placed at 5.500 head. This 
run included several loads of good strongweight 
steers of quality, and these met with a brisk local 
and outside demand at prices fully steady with 
Wednesday’s best figures, A feature of the trade 
in this department was the sale of a large drove of 
fancy distillery steers at $6.85, the highest price 
paid for this class of stock so far this season. 
Corn fed steers topped the market at $6.90, while 
numerous loaris sold at $6.00, or higher, and the 
bulk of the medium to good killing grades cleared 
at from $5.65@6.25. 

Shipping demand for butcher stock was disap- 
pointing, and local packers took advantage of the 
lack of competition to pound the market.

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 


Bears in the hog market were not satisfied with 
the sharp reaction made in values, and were pre- 
dicting further declines ad more liberal arrivals 
for later days this week. The consensus of opinion 
was that the big gain made in values on Wednesday 
would lead to greater activity on the part of hog 
buyers in the interior and traders said that if there 
were any hogs in the country which could be mar- 
keted on Friday or Saturday they would be sure to 
come. 

Packers showed no disposition to wait for further 
recessions in prices, but were good buyers at the 
decline established, Armour & Co. being first to 
come in line and leading all competitors with pur- 
chases of 5.000 hogs. Swift & Co. got in the trade 
late in the day, but made up a drove of 3,900 hogs. 

Official figures made the supply of hogs carired 
over from Wednesday's trade 5,282 head. This 
number greatly surprised traders and had a depres- 
sing value on the market, as it was not believed 
that more than 3.000 head had been left unsold. 

A drove of 96 prime distillery steers marketed 
by John Barbazette of Terre Haute, Ind., was sold 
by Rosenbaum Bros. at $6.85, the best price of the 
season for this class of stock. The cattle weighed’ 
an average of 1,422 Ibs. 

Armour & Co. had 800 hogs in direct from St. 
Paul, while the Anglo-American Co, had about 500 
hogs in from the Milwaukee market. 

Butcher stock values were called weak 
much as 25c lower than Wednesday by different 
traders. Salesmen who called the market 10c to 180 
higher on Wednesday were quoting the larger de- 
cline. while others who sold stock on the late 
Wednesday market called prices only weak to 10c 
lower. 

Calves at $9.10 reached a new high level for the 
year thus far. 

Only one small band of native lambs sold at $8.00 
and the next best price reached was §7.75 paid for a 
string of western offerings. 


ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Heaviness, characterized the market for hog 
products the greater part of the session, although 
prices did not move far from the previous ses- 
sion’s close.
